(and  Revamped) 


Lasell's  Art  Department  has  finally  moved  into  it's 
new  home — refurbished,  refinished,  and  completely 
renovated  Carter  Hall.  From  top  to  bottom,  from  the 
inside  out,  Carter  Hall  has  the  "new  look."  Though 
the  basic  structure  remains  (with  the  exception 
of  the  addition  of  a  new  exterior  deck)  and  the 
character  of  the  building  has  been  preserved  through 
the  retention  of  the  ceramic  fireplaces  and  carved 
wood  fireplaces  and  the  stained  glass  windows,  the 
inside — as  you  and  I  remember  it —  is  virtually 
unrecognizable. 

As  a  result  of  careful  planning  and  consultation 
and  the  best  possible  utilization  of  space  the  Art 


Department  now  boasts  of  a  building  housing  a  new 
photography  lab,  ceramics  lab,  painting  studio, 
music  studio,  two  drawing  studios,  all  purpose 
rooms,  display  areas,  a  jewelry  lab  and  department 
offices. 

There  are  new  floors,  ceilings  and  furniture 
throughout  the  building.  The  labs  are  outfitted  with 
up-to-date  equipment  such  as  enlargers,  printers, 
kilns,  potters  wheels,  soldering  equipment,  buffing 
wheels  etc.  The  jewelry  lab  sits  on  the  site  of  the  old 
swimming  pool. 

The  plans  for  renovation  were  in  the  works  for  over 
a  year  and  the  actual  reconstruction  began  last

July — continued  until  mid  September  and  finishing 
touches  were  taken  care  of  during  the  Christmas 
recess.  The  overall  process  included  a  new  roof  and 
painting  of  the  exterior,  new  doors  and  locks,  a 
modern  sprinkler  system,  new  wiring  and  plumbing, 
black  topping  and  shrubs  and  plantings. 

Carter  Hall  is  a  joy  to  visit.  It  is  exciting  and 
beautiful  to  see,  a  constant  area  of  activity  and  a 
facility  of  which  the  College  is  justifiably  proud.

A  senior  seminar  course  titled  Contemporary  American  Poets  is 
being  offered  at  Lasell  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Dona  Stein, 
Assistant  Professor  of  English.

A  graduate  of  Clark  University,  Mrs.  Stein  has  been  a  contributor 
to  the  Breadloaf  Writers  Conference  (Middlebury  College)  and  is 
also  a  Volunteer  Parent  at  the  Williams  Elementary  School  in 
Auburndale  where  she  has  conducted  workshop  poetry  classes 
for  the  youngsters.

Through  his  friendship  with  Dr.  Guy  M.  Winslow, 
late  President  of  Lasell,  Pulitzer  Prize  winning  poet 
Robert  Frost  was  a  frequent  visitor  to  the  campus  in 
the  '30's  and  early  '40's.  The  Class  of  1941  voted  him 
an  honorary  member  of  their  class. 

On  March  26, 1974,  the  College  paid  tribute  to  it's 
honorary  alumnus  on  the  occasion  of  his  100th 
birthday.
